Pams, Joan. 18.-The Sonute and Corps Legis-
L assembled to-day. The sitesion was opened
by the Emperor tn porson, with s spacch from the
thrope, He suld that the task beforo the Legls
lature was & Eerious one, viz,: to conduct the goy-
stienglls L0 repross ox-
cienses, while necepting all the beneiits of liberty.
The laws making concessions to the press and grant-
ing the right of public meeting had bad the effect
ol preserving pnblie order,

The fact that the recent elegotions resulted in
favor of the government contirmed the jostice and
wisdom of thess conecesslons. The laws providing
for military organlzation hmd given strength and
confidence to the nution, which was now ready to
maoct all wants of the future. The armament of
the forves was perfoct, the arsenals were filled with
supplies, the reseryes wore woll drilled, and the
reorganization of the Notionul Guard approached
completion; the lects hind been reiltted, and the
fortiications st all Important points were In good
condition. The Tmperia)l wish  was reallzed—
Frunce was so placed as to vindicate lier status in
the destinies of the workd,

Pence hnd been heretofore songht, not because ol
wonkness, but to sustain the honor of the Siate.
Therevolution in Spain had not altered the good
relations of France with that country.

The Conference which had just terwminated its
sessions, and which would extinguish a couniliet
which had become imminent, was the last grand
aet, the lmportance of which ull should appreciate,
The wembers of that body had all agreed ona
principle ealenlated to restore friendship betweon
the Turks and Greoks, I the firm hopes of succoss
which they cutertnined should be realized, nothing
woulil be left to trouble the geneéral harmony of the
nations,

The Chambers wonld attend to the internal de-
velopment of the sountry, mainly through its agri-
eultural interests, and might porsibly soek to bring
abont a redunction of the public charges, The Em
peror referred to the approsching re-election o
the Corps Legislatlf, and congratulated the mem.
bers on the harmony which existed betwoen the
Throne, the Leglslature and the people, and de
¢lared that he favored a full and fres disoussion
when it did not touch the constitution. That in
strument was above all debate, and he recalled the
benelits which it had conferred upon the country.
The Emperor concluded as follows:

“All governments are lable to error. Fortune
deelines to smile on sll enterprises, but the country
knows no thought, no act of mine, which hus not
been given to the glory of ¥rance. It koows that
I first rought to ereate a vigorous control of the
administration, and then to enlarge the powers ol
Coliberative assemblies, to prove there was o truo
support of the government in the independance
and patriotism ol the great bodies of the State.
Soon the nation, on the election, will muke the puth
which nll must follow, and will repeat its rejection
of revolution and its desire o forward the desti-
nieg of France In the witimate nnion of honor wnd
liberty.”

nuconoitionally and without reservation, to all
gud every person, who directly or indirectiy
purticipated in the late insuriection or rebellion,
a full pardon and amnesiy for the otfense ot
treuson sgainst the United States, or of adbering
to their enemics duripg the late civil war, with
restoration of all righs, privileges, and immuni.
ties under the Constitution sud the laws which
have been made in pursuance thereof, The
Federa) Coustitution is understood to be and s
regaraed by the Executive as the sopreme law
ol the land,

The second seclion of article second of (that
instrument provides that the Preswdent shull
have power to grant reprieves and pardons for
ofienses againzt the United States, cxeept in
cases of 1mpenchment, The proclamation of
December 25, 1868, i3 strictly in accordauce
with the judicial expositions of the authonity
thus couferred upon the Executive, and, as will
be eren by re'erence to the accompsoying
papers, is in conformity with the precedent
etablished by Wa-hington 1n 1795, nod followed
by Presldents Adams 10 1800, Madison in 1815,
and Lincoln iu 1865, aond by the present Execeu-
tive in 16865, 1867, and 1808,

Presloent airects all sneh lphetments and
prosceutions for hines, peonlties, forleltures, e.c.,
to be digcontinued aud relepsed,

Fourih, Prozlamation of President Lincoly,
doted 1he 8 h day of December, 1863, familing 1o
e publle, graoting to all perions, cerdin
clusses exeepied, who bad patticipated yn the
Rebelliop, full pardon and restoration of all
rigbts of property, except as to slaves and in
property coses where rights of thipd purlies
shall bave intervencd, In this proclumation Mi,
Linco!ln beging by ¢ltlug the provision in toe
Cous'itution empowering the President Lo grant
reprieves apd pardon.  The law ol Congress
declunne fortelinres, ete,, and authorizing the
President to Issue proglamation of pardon and
snmnesly, with such exceplions as \he Hxeoutive
muy decm proper, ¢ theo cited, Me, Lincoln,
relerring 10 ths get, adds - **W hereas the Oone.
